The other two 
enclosed communications have not been previously 
furnished to you by this Bureau. 

Your attention is directed to the enclosure 
addressed to Mr. Bishop, specifically paragraph five, 
wherein it is alleged an unidentified Dallas female 
had been threatened by the FBI with economic reprisal 
if this individual held any further conversations with 
New York Attorney Mark Lane. It is also alleged 
Lee Harvey Oswald’s associate Nelson Delgado was 
pressured by the FBI.
